204", and Column 5, lines 67-Coulmn 6, lines 1-5, recites "200 may be of type for controlling two (dual), three, or more switches, 
...switches 204 which can open and close independently under the control of the single node 200". 

Nelson's controller 206 has a block 222, recloser's power supply (Column 31 , line 5) which produces various voltages, 5, 1 2, 24 
VDC from 120 VAC and the output of 222 are sent to 208 and then to 216, and 216 outputs control outputs for the switch 204, and thus 
Nelson has a convertible charging system which produces various control voltages to control trip and close coils of various reclosers 
(switch 204). . 
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
